Interesting Information as 
to Personnel, Machines 
and Itinerary 
Poking, Apr. 1.

One of the prisoners 
‘was the son of wealthy’ parents 
and had beem imprisoned because 
the people of his village had been 
unable to supply the soldiers with 
rice, He was seized by the 
soldiers and imprisoned and a 
ransom of $20,060 deinanded. 
$8,000 was paid at once, but tho 
‘mao was kept in prison ‘until the 
balance was paid. No food was 
supplied to the prisoners, but 
they could buy from the hawkers 
who came to the bars of the cell. 
‘Those without money coulAl| 
starve. Tt was the custom, how- 
ever, for the prisoners to’ share 
their food, and as Mr. Widler haa 
no money’ during the first, two 
months of his incarceration here, 
he was indebted to the young 
man held for ransom for his daily 
sustenance. When, after _ two 
months, he received $50 from 
frionds, he felt like a prince and 
was ablo to return the previous 
hospitality of his fellowprisoners. 
‘The women prisoners, in another 
coll, had mostly been imprisoned 
for various trivial offences. ‘Those 
‘who could not buy food were often 
supplied by outsiders who then 
claimed them, body and soul, in 
return for the money: thy had 
expended.

Instrument for the Soviet 
Government 





A rellecting telescope, originally 
ordered by the Imperial Russian 
Government, is now being com 
pleted for the Soviet, Government 
by ‘Sir Howard Grubb Sons? 

It has an 
aperture of one metre (neatly 40 
inches), and a focal length of five 
motres. ¢ i 

The mirror, which is of glass, is 
40} inches in diameter and eight 
inches thick and weighs about

All the motions of the telescope 
amd dome ave elcetrically: worked 
and operated by means of push 
buttons from any eotivenient posi- 
tion.
